sented by the Zellsrbaclt Paper Company, 
the H. S. Crocker Company, the E. J. 
Shattuck Company and George D. Gra- 
ham. 


It is charged that certain firms have 


been enabled to maintain a monopoly in 
supplying textbook paper,' binding and 
Ink furnished at exorbitant prices. Fig- 
ures are submitted purporting to show 
that the ' books , are now sold to public 
school pupils at nearly, twice .their nor- 
mal cost.. _ . 


Besides the claims which the governor 


is asked to .hold up, others are cited, 
which,, the report states, would "millet 
the state out of S90.5SO." ~- 


The report adds: 


PRICE BRANDED HIGH. 


"The object of this scheme, of -which 


these claims are a- part, is to load up 
the state printing office with supplies 
which will last for a period of from two 
to six years. 
The price which the state 


printer Is attempting to pay for these 
supplies is outrageously high, and the 
state will be. defrauded of many thous- 
ands of dollars If they are allowed to 
consummate the deal. 


Further charges are made that the 


contracts were made in violation of the 
law, which provides 
that competitive 


bids must be received. As an instance 
in joint it Is said that 865,000 pounds of 
textbook Daper was ordered from the 
Zellerbach 
Company at 557,622, 
when 


other contractors were willing to dupli- 
cate the order for $16,876 less.

These permits will be 
Issued by the Judge oC the Juvenile 
court of the county, or where there 
is no juvenile court, .then by a Judge 
of, the superior court. All applicants 
for these permits should be referred 
to the probation officer. 
The. age arid schooling certificates will 
be granted to children between the 
ages of 15 and 16 years Instead of 
between the ages of 14 and 10 years. 
These certificates will be .issued by 
a city superintendent of schools, or 
by a person designated by him in 
cities having 
a 
superintendent of 


schools, and in other places by a per- 
son authorized by the local school 
trustees. 
Principals or superintend- 


ents of schools of recognized stand- 
ing have the right to approve age 
and schooling certificates, 
but 
we 


recommend that they refer all ap- 
plicants to tho persons designated • 
by the public school officials. 
We 


request that the city superintendent 
of schools and the local school boards 
immediately designate a person with- 
in their Jurisdiction to issue age and - 
schooling certificates and to furnish . 
this office with the names of per- 
sons so designated. 
The persons so 


designated must not Issue a certifi- 
cate unless the child presents a writ- 
ten reauest from a prospective em- 
ployer of such child that an age and • 
schooling certificate be granted to 
such child.

WASHINGTON, July 31.—Severe criti- 


cism of the Supreme Court of the United 
States characterized the speech of Sena- 
tor Owen of Oklahoma, who advocated 
before the Senate today the adoption of 


J his bill providing for the election and re- 


call of federal judges. This bill provides 
that any justice of the Supreme Court 
or any Judge :of any other United States 
court shall be subject to • recall by a 
resolution of Congress; that all district 
ana circuit judges of the United States 
shfl.ll be elected by the voters of the 
district or circuit, and that their tenure" 
of office shall be four years. 


Answering the contention of bpnonents 


of the recall of judges that the electorate 
would not be so conservative in the ex- 
ercise of the . power of re'call as would 
the,national legislature or the state leg- 
islatures, Senator Owen said that the 
electorate of the American 
states 
is 


abundantly 
conservative 
and 
moves 


more slowly than its progressive repre- 
sentatives would move. The people, he 
maintained, have been trained to give 
the benefit of the doubt to any. one as-. 
sailed and when in doubt they will al- 
ways vote no. 


Never .during the ten years that the 


right of recall has existed In Oregon, said 
the 
speaker, have the people availed 


themselves themselves of it against a 
judge, "although there is one case pend- 
ing there now, which, undoubtedly will 
be decided wisely by the people." 


The reactionary Tory argument, that 


the people are turbulent; wild and vis- 
ionary, unduly 
passionate, 
comprising- 


an irresponsible mob not fit for power,' 
was held • by the speaker to come with 
poor grace from those who held their 
honors, dignities and salaries from the 
same people. - 


STRESS ON DIRECT VOTE. 


Stress was laid upon the popular sen- 


timent that senators should be chosen by- 
direct vote of the people. 
The senator 


held mat If the people have intelligence 
enough to elect senators and members 


n 


in that duality if it should come to the 
election or recall of a judge. 


"If the power of recall exists," Sena- 


tor Owen said, "the conduct of Judges 
will be so exemplary, so satisfactory to 
the people of the United States, that 
no recall of any federal judge would 
ever be necessary. 
The moment the re- 


call went into effect the courts would 
promptly discontinue their unauthorized, 
unconstitutional 
and 
grossly improper 


conduct of declaring an act of Congress 
unconstitutional. 
The 
federal 
courts 


would no longer,, because of their views 
of public policy, amend acts.of Congress 
by inserting,words In important statutes 
which Congress had refused to insert, as 
the Supreme Court did in the Standard 
Oil case and in the tobacco trust case." 


The recall, the senator argued, ig -justi- 


fied by reason and by common sense. He 
could not see why any one should insist 
that a judge, Infirm, disabled, feeble, de- 
crepit and worn out, should not be re- 
called, except by ImpeacJhment. The re- 
call, he maintained, Is a much milder 
system than* impeachment, and may re- 
move a judge without disgrace. 


Criticiaing the courts, the speaker said 


the fourteenth amendment, intended to 
protect the negro, had been twisted from 
its purpose to protect the trusts and mo- 
nopolies, in imposing long hours of labor 
uon employes on the absurd theory that 
to deny the employe the right to work 
long hours is a denial of his constitution- 
al "privileges." 


The speaker dwelt upon the declaration 


of the United States Supreme Court that 
the income tax law of some sixteen years 
ago was "unconstitutional. 


"The decision in .this case," said the 


senator, "by the change of the vote of 
one judge—of one lawyer In this courr.. 
appointed at whose instance we do not 
know—has cost the poorer people of the 
United States a hundrjsd million a year 
for over eighteen yearsi, $1,600,000,000 in 
all, and relieved those best able to bear 
the tax of a like amount. What better 
evidence 'could'be 'afforded of the pa- 
tience, forbearance and conservatism of 
the people than that'.they have so long

Fabrieo, who is an employe 
of the Mason-McDuffle Company of Ber- 
keley, was hurried in an ambulance to the 
Receiving Hospital, where a bullet was re- 
moved from his lung.

will recover. 


Nlch is held in detinue

They had been spending the afternoon at 
the Fabrieo home at 693 Twenty-sixth 
street. According to Nlch's story of the 
affair as told to .Captain of Inspectors 
"Walter J. Peterson, they diced for drinks 
for some timer and each time Nlch would 
lose the tv,'O Fabrleos would order ten- 
cent drinks, while when one of the two 
brothers lost they would set the example 
of calling for beer at flve cents. 


Nlch declares that he became angered 


at this. He says that he and his com- 
panions were .all slightly under the in- 
fluence of liquor and that when he com- 
plained of the treatment he was receiving 
Guisseppi Fabrieo slapped him. Nich th.en 
drew his revolver and as the other started 
to run, fired at him, shooting him through 
the .back. . Nich then rushed from the 
saloon. 


The police were immediately notified 


and Sergeant Robert Forgle, who is acting 
ca.ptain in the absence of Captain F. J. 
Lynch, called out the police automobile 
and rushed upstairs to get Captain of 
Inspectors Feterser.. The two leaped into 
the automobile with Patrolmen

and Gannaw and sped out

avenue. 


They picked up the trail of the fleeing 


man about Twenty-eighth 
and Adeline 
streets, where they 
commandeered the 
services of 
Thomas Henniger of 630 


Thirty-third street. ' Henniger was in his 
shirt sleeves, and stood up in 
the car 
pointing .out to the police the direction 
taken by the fugitive. When they came 
n sight of the man running north on 
Adeline, Heniger crouched down In the 
car to avoid the expected hail of bullets.. 
Petersen and Forgle leaped from the

The surgeons re- 
moved the bullet, the wounded man going 
through the operation satisfactorily. 


Fabrieo was put to bed and this morn- 


ing his condition was found to be satis- 
factory. 
The indications are that the 


bullet went clear of all vital organs and 
that unless infection causes complica- 
tions the man will recover without-much 
trouble. 
Fabrieo will be removed to a. 


private hospital as socn a.3 his condition 
is thought to warrant the transfer, prob- 
ably this evening.

Taring the last few years an immense amount of paving has 


fc,en done in Oakland, but not half enough. Up to a recent period 
v nlv short sections of a few streets were really paved. With the 
Iremcndous growth of the city, the neglect of past years is bearing 
hard upon us. We are not only required to meet the demands of 
ixtraordinary growth, but to pay 4he penalty of neglecting to lay 
pavements as fast as they were needed. 


The new paving laid during the last six years has emphasized 


i:,e bad condition of the streets prior to the inauguration of the im- 


r,T,vement policy. It is advertising the neglect of the past and 
Resents an opening for unfavorable comparison. Business needs de- 
mand good pavements. Where the pavin- is good business locations 
arc in demand; where it is poor, business locations are hard to rent 
Shoppers avoid the districts where the sidewalks are broken and 
irre-r.lar and the paving bad. Tradesmen naturally decline to locate 
in such districts 
Property owners should appreciate this fact. It is 


to their interest to discern that good sidewalks and modem street 
paving add to the renting value of their property as well as to the 
pc-ncral appearance of the city. 


Antiquated wooden buildings and unpaved streets have operated 


to congest business and to retard expansion of the shopping district. 
F^-l-by building*, are bad enough, but when the sidewalks in front are 
b.oVcn and disreputable and the streets dirty and unpaved, business 
j< driven away. In many instances business men have been forced by 
t'u-sc causes to seek other localities. Besides shabbiness and the gen- 
er-'i dirt and dust inseparably connected with poor sidewalks and un- 
paved streets impart an air of squalor and dilapidation which mar 
the appearance of the city and discourage the activity of tradesmen. 
Tn >-ome of the older sections of the city property has actually de- 
cHnc-d in value because of the condition of the streets and sidewalks 


Until very recently all the cross streets were unpaved. They were 


regarded as undesirable for business purposes because the buildings 
v.'ete no better than the roadways. Where good buildings have been 
erected and good paving laid the cross streets have developed enor- 
mm-.sly in business potentiality and earning power. Stores on them 
arc in active demand at a high rental, while the shacks fronting on 
unimproved streets can hardly find tenants at any price. Common ob- 
servation shows this to be true. The lesson is as obvious as the con- 
trast. 


Every cross street between Twenty-fourth street and the water- 


front should be paved, and the paving should extend from Lake Mer- 
ritt on the east to Market street west. Twelfth, Fourteenth and Six- 
teenth 
streets 
should 
be 
paved 
clear 
to 
the Six- 


teenth-street 
station. 
Eighth 
street 
should 
be 
paved 


from 
Fallon 
street 
to 
The 
Point, 
and 
the paving on 


Broadway should be extended further north. Also, East Four- 
teenth street ought to be paved from Lake Merritt to a junction with 
the paved section in East Oakland. 


Of 
course this will cost money—much money—but it will be 


money well spent. It will make property more valuable and the 
city cleaner and more attractive. It will cause business to expand 


, 
and better buildings to be erected. In 'short, it will make Oakland 


i 


a handsomer and more prosperous city. The Chamber of Commerce 
ought to take the matter of street paving up and impress upon prop- 
erty owners the wisdom and necessity of putting all the thorough- 


i fares in the central part of the city in a first-class condition. A 


campaign of endeavor should be begun now, in anticipation of the 
]'anama-Pacific Exposition, for Oakland will not share in the bene- 
fits of that enterprise as much as she should unless she improves her 
streets and makes them attractive. Fine apartment houses and the 
magnificent hotel now being built will not attract patrons unless the 
streets are improved in proportion.

Dr. David Star Jordan, titular head of Stanford University, i 


off for another prolonged journey to Japan. He devotes the majo 
portion of his time to traveling and lecturing. In the meantim 
Stanford University is not keeping up with the educational advanc< 
Relatively speaking, it has fallen far behind the University of Cal 
forma, although a dozen years ago it was challenging Berkeley fo 
first place on the Pacific Coast. Yet Stanford is the most rich! 
iftclowed university in the United States. 
It is not for lack of 


means that it has lost public popularity and.has fallen into a minor 
position. A narrow, despotic policy .is one reason why Stanford is 
'dropping behind. Another is that the head of the institution does 
any and everything but supervise the administration and studies of 
the university. The result is that Berkeley is overcrowded by an 
increasing throng of students while the student body of Stanford 
does not increase at all. An absentee president and a harsh gov- 
ernment by deputy do not recommend a university to public favor; 
they divorce it from popular sympathy and. render it unattractive 
to students. That is largely what is the matter with Stanford. The 
ipity of it is that a splendid institution is not 'being applied to the 
primary purpose the founder of the institution intended to serve. 
-The scnerne to turn Stanford into a post-graduate school on, the 
Johns Hopkins model is directly at variance with the intent of its 
founder. Leland Stanford intended to make Palo Alto a great pop- 
ular school, not an exclusive school for the comparatively few.

•vvas not his intention to found a post-graduate university, much less 


:•. plaything for theorists and moralists. But 
the university1 now 


seems to be conducted tmainly to magnify the importance of Dr. 
Jordan and give a-factitious-dignity to-his diletantte-investigations 
as-a. naturalist.

tween .the United States and Canada was 
flred yesterday by the Liberal leader. Sir 
Wilfred Laurier. It was in tho form of an 
open address to the Canadian people, and 
in it is set forth clearly the issues Involv- 
ed .In the present-campaign.. 


The question at issue ia not a new .one. 


Sir Wilfrid asserts, reciprocal' relations 
with 
the United States, having ' been 


sought by both parties for over hall a 
century. The present Conservative party, 
he declared. Is seeking- to reverse this 
lifelong policy of Its leaders.of the past. 
The enactment of the agreement, the 
Premier predlc'ts, would further im'prove 
the'friendly relations between- Great Brit- 
ain, Canada and the United States ana 
would be an important factor In bringing 
about a general treaty of arbitration. 


"At all' times during the last -. forty 


years," says Sir Wilfrid., "it has -been the 
constant effort of all political parties in 
Canada to make with the United States 
an arrangement for the free exchange of 
natural products between the two coun- 
tries.. 


"In 1854 Lord Elgin, on behalf of Can- 


ada and the' maritime Provinces, nego- 
tiated with the United States a treaty for 
that purpose which lasted until J.86U, and 
which, within the memory of many still 
alive, was of the greatest advantage. 


.ATTEMPT IS WIDESPREAD. 


"Ever since the termination of that 


treaty all publlo men of .any prominence 
in Canada, whatever their differences on 
other Questions, have been unanimous In 
the attempt again to secure' the free ex- 
change of natural products; 


"Nor 
is this to be wondered at, seeing 


that in the industries of agriculture, fish- 
eries, Jumberlng. and mining, Canada pos- 
sesses advantages not enjoyed by any 
other, country on earth, and that upon th^ 
markets secured for the products of these 
industries depends the growth of our man- 
ufacturing and commercial Interests and 
the prosperity of all classes In the Do- 
minion.

family entered their surrey, planning to

Berkeley, .and-Sot out shortly after day- 
break. 
The. horses went along nicely 


until a milk wagon passed the loaded 
surrey. . Then ;one .of. the horses became 
frightened and started the stampede 
that resulted fatally for Mrs. Crapu- 
chette. 


For a time : Crapuchette kept the-mad 
horses in the.street. Crazed with 
fear 


Mrs. 
Crapuchette tried to Jump from 


the buggy,, but the children prevented 
her. 
At the corner of Fortieth street 


and San Pablo, avenuo the horses ran 
toward the curbstone and Into one o£ 
.the wooden gutter guards. 
The buggy 


lurched and Emilie 
Crapuchette, 
who 
was holding' on to his mother to keep 
her in her seat, lost :hts hold upon her 
arm. This proved fatal. With a scream 
of terror Mrs. Crapuchette threw her- 
self from the surrey, striking on her 
head on the curb. 


Crapuchette called the police

which, for some time after the explosion, 
figured in the news and detectives' reports 
as the mysterious vessel that carried the 
dynamite used by the accused conspira- 
tors. 


After his capture, and -when the story of 


how the search for the dynamiters had 
led to him, Evans* only remark was "Just 
my luck." 


He had chartered the Kate at San Fran- 


cisco, he said, and was making his way 
to a haven of refuge in Central America 
when taken into custody aa one of tho 
suspected plotters by the Mexican author-' 
itles.

IDENTITY REVEALED. 


After a week or so . the real identity 


of the man was ascertained, and Evans, 
sickened by his distressing surroundings 
in. the filthy Mexican cuartsl,' begged to 
be returned to Los Angeles. United States 
Marshal Leo V. Toungworth made one 
trip to Acapulco, but red tape prevented 
the return of the prisoner. 


Then came the revolution, and as weeks 


of..waiting lengthened into months, Evans 
steadily failed. 
Each time news was 


received here of the prisoner, it was said 
that he was becoming weaker. The re- 
port of his death caused little surprise 
here, although no confirmatory Informa- 
tion had been received by officers of the 
Farmers' and Merchants' Bank.

ingredients were contained in beer! It is 
claimed that'the process and ingredients 
used in making beer.were substantially 
the same now as before the pure food law 
was passed.

ure r of malt liquors.

ship their supply 
of food 
and 
water 
was 
practically 
exhausted.

supply, and his second mate doled ou! 
the scant ration of. food In most limited 
quantities. 
During the final three days of their 


terrible experience, the men In the open 
boat were forced to subsist on a spoonful 
of water a day.

To add to anguish of mind, .the cap- 
tain's 
lifeboat 
came in sight of 
the 
steamer Marioosa during the night he- 
fore their arrival in Papette. The ship- 
wrecked -company could plainly see 
the 


tights of the steamer and 
even heard 


the music and 
merriment aboard, . but 
their cries for help could not be heard. 


When the Puritan opened up at sea 
and had to be abandoned, Captain Chap- 
man took his second mate and ten seamen 
in his lifeboat, while the first officer took 
eight of the crew In his boat. 


After ten days of rowing and 
sailing 
Captain 
Chapman 
and his party 
ar- 
rived at the Island of Anas,, 360 miles 
from Papette. 


Five days after Captain Chapman ar- 


rived at Anaa Island his first 
officer 
and eight of the crew in the 
boat of 
the latter arrived at the island, having 
suffered even greater .hardship than did 
the captain's party.
